W hile the most remote district of 
Pontotoc county are today penetra­ 
ted by the far reaching arm of Pon­ 
totoc county’s educational system, a 
few veterans remain in the field of 
pedagogy whose reminiscences carry 
the perfected educational system of 
today back a few years In the his­ 
tory of the county to a period when 
illiteracy placed its stamp over the 
en tire county with- only a handful 
of teachers to grapple with the prob­ 
lems of pioneer times. 
Back in 1896 and 1897, when set­

Indian Schools Help* 
So primitive were the schools In 
1896 that the federal government 
refused to supply funds for the 
maintenance of schools in the terri­ 
tory or for the Indian students in 
school, since they were provided for 
in certain parts of the territory. 
In 1898 the schools for the In­ 
dians were put under the supervis­ 
ion of a Territorial superintendent. 
The first appointed was John IX 
Benedict. Then any teacher, who 
would go before him or his appoin­ 
tee, and pass a very scrutinizing 
examination on technical branches, 
politics, etc., could draw 62.00 per 
month for each Indian child, who 
would answer roll call once per day. 
Success was measured by the num 
ber of pupils that could be kept in 
school. Our present day teachers, 
Floyd 
declared, 
might 
profit 
some by reflecting over the spirit 
of politeness and culture and tact­ 
fulness used in teaching children by 
those pioneers. They had to Possess 
those qualities because their salar­ 
ies depended upon keeping the boys 
and girls in school. ' 
The next impetus to our schools 
was the coming of the Frisco rail­ 
road. After it was built the towns 
of Ada, Roff and francis began to 
grow. Then under the provisions of 
the Curtis Act, towns that reach a 
certain population and had becom# 
incorporated could, establish or or­ 
ganize a public school system, .such 
as we now have today to our town. 
In 1903 an<| 1904 tho first public 
schools of the Aunty was organised 
in the town of Ada, and Mr. Onrtls 
Peabody, Nashville, T«nn., was tbs 
first city superintendent. Few years 
later 
Roff was organised. These 
were the beginning of the public 
schools in this county, but did not 
reach outside of these two cities

I Has Remarkable Growths

Superintendent J. E. Hickman 
Serving his seventh year as the head of the Ada system of schools. 
Prof. Hickman is yet building. 
By his .energy, skillful .handling of 
difficult problems, knowing how to make a dollar go farthest, and 
everlastingly keeping on the job, he has put Ada at the top of school 
systems in the state. 
He does not ride hobbies, except the one hobby 
I of thoroughness and hard work on the part of faculties and students. 
He is a town booster, builder, church worker, lodge member and all 
around upright and desirable citizen. 


Lack of school facilities in the 
early days of Ada did not mean a 
lack of interest or lack of realiza­ 
tion of the need of educational ad­ 
vantages on the part of the pioneers. 
W. S. Kerr was the second teacher 
in this locality. He says that the 
first school was taught in a log 
house but he had the. use of a box 
house near the 
old 
cemetery in 
what is now the northwest part of 
the town. His was a subscription 
school and tuition was $1.00 per 
month. Pupils came Tor several miles 
around and he had an enrolment of 
more than IOO. He had one assist­ 
ant. 
That was in 1890. Ada was only 
a small village and there was little 
to indicate much of a future for 
the place. However, with the com­ 
ing of the Frisco railroad in the 
winter of 1900 the population be­ 
gan to pick up rapidly and the.ne^d 
of a public school was pressing. 
However, the only source of revenue 
wits what* ver the city council of an 
incorporated town might apportion 
from the revenues of the place. Ada 
was incorporated soon after the rail­ 
road came and in 1901 the first 
public school was opened. It was in 
a building erected on the present 
high school campus 
by 
Professor 
Scarborough. The school board con­ 
tracted to pay him $2.00 per month 
for each pupil attending the school. 
Later the city bought the property 
and 
in 
1904 
erected 
tho Irving 
school building on the north side. 
However, maintaining the schools 
was a hard job and In order to 
carry on a term of eight months the 
board usually borrowed quite a bit 
of money. The debt was funded 
after statehood. 
With the coming of statehood and 
rapid increase of population It was 
necessary to provide more room for 
schools. 
Accordingly in 1909 the 
board decided to fix matters for a 
good many years to come by voting 
bonds sufficient to build far ahead 
of the needs of the town. The high 
school and \\ illard buildings were 
erected aud Irving doubled in size. 
However, all available room was 
filled within a 
surprisingly 
short 
space of time and since that time 
three more commodious buildings. 
Glenwood, Hayes and Washington 
have been erected and the prospect 
is that still more room will have to 
be provided within two or three 
years. 


The enrolment of the. district is 
now above 3,000 and the high school 
alone has more than 400 pupils. 
It has been the constant aim of 
the school authorities to raise the 
standard of the faculty and as a 
result a large number of the mem­ 
bers hold degrees from recognized 
colleges and practically all others 
have 
life certificates 
received at 
some state school, largely from Ea$t 
Central. It now' requires more than 
seventy teachers to haudle the sys­ 
tem. 
That the high school has kept 
pace with the times is evidenced by 
the fact that it is fully accredited 
and is a member of the Northwest­ 
ern Association, an organization that 
is very careful about the standing 
of the schools it admits to member­ 
ship. 
The Ada* schools 
have 
always 
taken front rank in both literary 
and athletic contests. The debating 
team from the high school of this 
year is in a fair way to win the 
championship of KaSt Central dis 
trict if not the state itself. 
The 
football, 
basketball 
and 
ojt, h e r 
athletic teams have also made high­ 
ly creditable 
records 
for several 
years In succession, defeating many 
cl the best tetanic of the state. The 
high school also maintains a first 
class band and other well trained 
musical organization.** which are in 
great demand on occasions when 
high class entertainment is needed. 
J. E. Hickman has been the sup­ 
erintendent of the schbols for thr 
past seven years and during his 
term of service the schools have 
made rapid strides of progress. To­ 
day the Ada Bystem compares fa­ 
vorably with any other in the state, 
for 
Superintendent 
Hickman 
has 
kept fully abreast of the times and 
displayed rare ability in the manage­ 
ment of the schools. 
Ada is a city where the school 
spirit is strong. The people have al­ 
ways taken a keen interest in the 
education of the younger genera­ 
tion with the result that the citizen­ 
ship of the town is composed for 
the most part of men and women 
ol high Ideals who take a pride in 
churches and schools. This spirit lias 
attracted many highly desirable citi­ 
zens and with the passing of time 
the city’s reputation as a desirable 
Place in which to live and rear a 
lairdly will spread still farther 


Teh village of Hart has the dis­ 
tinction of being one of the oldest 
settled places in the western part of 
the county. Long before statehood 
it had symptoms of merging into a 
to" n 
but after 
railroad 
towns 
sprang up around it, Hart reverted 
to its present proportions. 
When school districts were es­ 
tablished by the first county super­ 
intendent 
of this county district 
35 was bounded on the west b y t h e 
Garvin county line, Dolberg on the 
south. Lightning Ridge east, and 
Vanoss on the north. 
Since a school house had been 
built and a school established at 
Hart years before statehood, the 
People of this district used this as 
their educational center until the 
number of pupils out grew its ac­ 
commodations. 
The patrons 
there 
bonded the district and built Hart 
No. 2, in the eastern part of the 
district and maintained two one- 
teacher schools until these buildings 
became inadequate ot serve the pur­ 
pose. 
During the present school year 
the citizens, through their school 
board, sold the old school buildings 
and voted bonds for a three-room 
school building near the center of 
the district. School began in the 
building about the first of the year 
with J. C. Potts as principal, and 
Luben Wilson as assistant. 
* 
The bielding, as completed is one 
of which the community is justly 
proud. Consisting of one assembly 
room, two class rooms, two cloak 


rooms and with cement steps at 
each of the three entrances. A well, 
cement covered, wit ii pump instal­ 
led, furnishes the water supply. A 
basketball court has also been in­ 
stalled with a team in training that 
is bidding high as formidable op- 


j Ponenta.

The last census shows over two 
j hundred pupils of scholastic age, 
and with well over a hundred en­ 
rolled, 
a 
crowded 
condition 
can 
easily be imagined for two teachers. 
The personnel of tile school board 
of this thriving district is: J. L 
Taylor, H. C. Fllmore and J. H. 
Griffith, who are expecting to in­ 
terest the citizenship in voting a 
sufficient school levy, at their an­ 
nual meeting, to employ three teach­ 
ers and do other necessary improve­ 
ment as will entitle Hart to rank 
umong the model schools of the 
county. 
We are sorry that owirig to ill­ 
ness on the part of the principal, 
and some minor contributing causes, 
we have been unable to furnish a 
picture of our new building.

around the Union, but it also shat­ 
tered three other records between 
Points along the course. 
Notable 
among these was a new’ running 
time of 35 hours and 57 minutes 
between this city aud Cape Town. 
This was a distance of 996 miles. 
A standard stock model was driv­ 
en out of Johannesburg by H. F. 
Payne. 
Fred 
Soantlebury, L. O. 
Bright and W. B. du Preez. They 
drove over mountainous roads thick 
with mud to Cape Town, then thru 
I ort Elizabeth, East London, Kok- 
stad, Durban and r« turn. The car 
made a 2.687-mile circle. 
Bunning time from the start here 
end return was 99 hours, 46 min­ 
utes. Gasoline consumption averaged 
21.5 miles per Imperial gallon. The

high, motorists agreed today, con­
